In a telegram received Friday 
by Colonel B. L. Bugg, president 
of the Atlanta, Birmingham & At- 
Jjantic railroad, the United States 
wage board, now in session in Chi- 
„ issued a notice that the board 
had decided to assume jurisdiction 
in the wage controversy between 
the employees and the officials of 
the A., B. & A. The message also 
stated that a hearing of the matter 
had been set for Tuesday, January 
25, in Chicago, and notified Colo: 
nel Bugg to attend. 

In a statement given out Friday 
evening he confirmed the report 
that head been notified to appear 
at the hearing, and declared that 
he would leave Atlanta next Mon- 
day for that city.

tt has been understood for sev- 
eral days that an effort would be 
made by the various railroad broth- 
erhoods to bring the A., B. & A.

The board’s decision, however, is 
not enforceable on the road under 
the Esch-Cummings law, as has 
been frequently pointed out. It is 
understood that the cut will become 
effective February 1 without regard 
to the board’s ruling, and officials 
of the road have explained that its 
financial condition would not war- 
rant further payment of the present

Produce Shippers 
Appeal for Drop 
In Railroad Pay

Chicago, January 21.—Shippers of 
approximately half of the fruit and 
vegetables produced in the United 
States Friday appealed to the United 
States railroad labor board for re- 
duction of railroad wages. 

In a resolution adopted at the 
convention of the American Fruit 
and Vegetable Shippers’ association, 
it was declared that “railroads are 
stopped from securing labor at a 
cost governed by competiti costs 
of labor in other industries.” This 
is responsible for freight rates often 
equal or in excess of the cost of 
production, it was said, tending to 
make the combined cost of produc- 
tion and transportation prohibitive. | 

Thé biggest fruit and vegetable 


shippers in the country were repre- 

sented at the meeting. In the reso- 
lution sent to Judge R. M. Barton, 
of the railroad labor board, it was 
stated that they shipped 500,000 car- 
loads of fruits and vegetables an- 
nually.

With all cares of public duties 
temporarily placed in the back- 
ground an etermined to enjoy at 
least a few weeks of rest in Flort- 
da before he enters the white house, 
he arrived in Atlanta aboard the 
Royal Palm special Friday evening 
at 9:20 o’clock and. was greeted at 
the Terminal statlan by a large 
number of Atlantas, who, !rrespec- 
tive of party affiliations, gave him 
a typical enthusiastic welcome. 

Mayor Presents Harding. 

As Mayor James L. Key entered 

the private car, D. K. Roberts. sec- 

ng chub of Geor- 
rougced him to the sénator, 
and after 4 battery of cameras had 
taken flashlight pictures of the 
group, the party adjourned to the 
rear. platform, where Mr. Harding 
was presented by the mayor.

A representative of the 
department of labor is supervising 
his departure 

Martens came here in 1916 to 
represent a steel works at Perm, 
Russia. In March, 1919, he an- 
nounced himself as the appointed 
representative to this country of 
the Russian socialist federal sovi- 
et republic, but his credentials went 
unrecognized by the government.

f GOVERNMENT 


Officials See Crippled 
Federal Machine If Sen- 
ate Fails to Ratify Nom- 
inations. 


Washington January 21.—Dip- 
ping their bfushes into the proba- 


bility that the republican majority 
in the senate would refuse to con- 
firm most of the 20,000 nominatiens 
made by President Wilson, some ad- 
ministration officials painted today 
a picture of a creaking government 
machine, floundering along for a 
time after “March 4, with a lot of 
important cogs missing. 

Failure of the republican sena- 
tors at a secret conference today 
to reach any decision as to the nom- 
inations set the canvas. Republic- 
an leaders weren't inclined to take 
the picture seriously. 

No Decision. 

The question of the nominations 
occupied much of the time of the 
republican conference. The offi- 
cial announcement said ne decision 
was reached, but some of those at- 
tending the meeting said privately 
that there had been a “tacit” agree- 
ment for the republican members 
of committees to take the nomina- 
tions coming ‘under their jurisdic- 
tion, study conditions in ‘the execu- 
tive departments and then deter- 
mine whether failure to keep the 
democratic appointees in office aft- 
er March 4 would result in any em- 
barrassment of those departments. 

A young regiment of officials 
now in Washington are holding of- 
fice by virtue of recess appoint- 
mepts. Should the senate fail to 
act on their nominations before this 
congress quits on March 3, it is 
explained they will automatically 
be out of jobs under the law. These 
officials include all seven members 
of the shipping board, two members 
of the interstate cummerce commis- 
sion, three chief officials in the 
patent office and five assistant sec- 
retaries of the treasury . 

Some Emergencies, 

Then, too, there are a lot of post- 
masters, federal judges, marshals, 
federal attorneys, registrars of land 
offices and the like over the coun- 
try Who are in the same position. 
Some of these are classed as emer- 
gency cases and the _ republican 
leaders have indicated that where 
there is found to be an emergency 
action will be taken. 

Confirmation of President Wil- 
son's appointments by the senate 
would carry some of these officials 
over in the republican administra- 
tion for terms ranging from one 
year to years in excess of the four, 
for which Mr. Harding has been 
elected. Senator Lodge, of Mas- 
sachusetts, repubiican, leader, has 
announced that he does not pro- 
pose to have the democratic admin- 
istration fill up a lot of bureau 
chiefships in the army and navy 
for the incoming administration, 


and in this he has the Support of 
his republican colleagues. N

SEES EXPORT TRADE 
IMPERILED BY BILL 


Coal Company Counsel Says 
Calder Bill Enactment 
Would Stop Exports. 


Washington, January 21.—De- 
struction of the export coal trade 
of the United States,. “absolute and 
complete“ would result from enact- 
ment of the Calder coal regulation 
bill, Raloh Crews, counsel for the 
Consolidation Coal company, one of 
the larger producers of bituminous, 
asserted today at hearings on the 
measure before the s@nate manufac- 
tures committee. 

American producers, Mr. Crews 
said, could not guarantee deliveries 
in competition with British mines 
if, as the bill proposes, authority 
were given the president and the 
federal trade commission to declare 
an emergency in the industry in 
times of peace, and divert coal ship- 
ments to meet it. He cited a con- 
tract for 750,000 tons of coal to be 
delivered abroad which his company, 
he said, had held up pending a de- 
cision on the Dill.

President W. W. Gaines, of the 
board of education, has called a 
meeting of the board for next Tues- 
day afternoon at 8 o'clock, when 
its members will begin to formu- 
late a program to be given to the 
puvlic, of the use which will be 
made of th $4,000,000, in the event 
bonds win. 

Probably the first big rally in 
the campaign will be a public meet- 
ing wnder the auspices of the At- 
lanta School Improvement club one 
night the latter part of next week 
at Taft hall.

This will be the real opening gun 
in a campaign that will sweep the 
city until March 8.

Those Eligible.

Those voters, including women, 
who paid their taxes last year and 
registered in December for the gen- 
eral city election, will not be re- 
quired to register again, but others 
who did not register for the gen- 
eral election will have to qualify 
between now and the date of the 
special election. 

The registration books are at the 
courthouse in the office of County 
Tax Collector W. S. Richardson, who 
is acting as city registrar, and will 
remain open up till the day of the 
election. 

Must Have wo- Thirds. 

For bonds to carry at the polls 

two-thirds of those voting must 


vote in favor of the bonds, and 
these two-thirds must constitute 
a majority of the registered voters. 

Each of the items in the proposed 
bond issue will be voted on sepa- 
rately, and the success or failure 
ot any item will not affect an- 
other. 

Schools, waterworks, sewers and 
the Spring street viaduct make up 
the bond ticket, $4,000,000 to be ex- 
pended for new schools and equip- 
ment; $2,850,000 for improvement of 
the waterworhs; $1,250,000 for ex- 
tension of the sewer system, and

In the case of Towne v. Eisner, 
United States supreme court, which 
case arose under the 1913 income 
tax law, it was held that stock divi- 


dends were not income and there- 
fore were not taxable to the re- 
cipient. The court held that a stock 
dividend

atockholder more shares but no 
eater value than he possessed 
efore. The 1913 law said nothing 
about taxing. stock dividends,. so 
that the supreme court decision is 
really a definition or the promulga- 
tion of a principle. In the recently 
dscified case omber v. Eisner) 
which arose under the 1916 law 
(which specifically ‘taxed stock 
dividends) the supreme court ruled 
as it did before. in the Towne v. 
Eisner case, 2 that stock 
dividends are not income and are 
therefore not taxable. The decfsion, 
being one of principle, therefore 
exempts stock dividends from all 
later federal income taxation (i. e., 
the 1918 law. etc.).

If in certgin cases the invested 
capital of a corporation cannot be

part of the fiscal year, and again 
according to the rates effective for 
the last part of the fiscal year.

ships). The income of these cor- 
norations is returned by the indi- 
vidual stockholders on their per- 
sonal returns, in accordance with 
their respective shares of such in- 
come whether distributed or not. A 
corporation deriving 50 per cent or 
moré of its gross income from gov- 
ernment contracts made between 
April 6, 1917, and Novembe 11. 
1918, and also foreign corporations, 
cannot elect to report as personal 
service corporaions. 

In some cases @ corporation may 
n. Ake part of its return as a per- 
sonal service corporation and an- 
other part as a regular coporation; 
that is. where 30 ver cent or more 
of a corporation’s net income is de- 
rived from a distinct personal serv- 
ice business, the excess profit tax 
is first figured on the portion of 
the income derived from capital? 

e invested capital must, of 
course, be properly allocated de- 
tween all branches of the business, 
and an.amount of invested capital 
must be assigned to the personal 
service business at least great as 
is usually required by a similar cor- 
poration for the payment of office 
expenses, salaries, etc. The r- 
tion of the invested capital used in 
producing the non-personal service 
income wil] form the basis for com- 
puting the excess profits credit. The 
specific exemption of $3,000 will be 
reduced to the proportion which the 
non-personal service corporation 
income bears to the entire net in- 
come. The percentage rate of ex- 
cess profits tax thus figured to the 
entire non-personal service income, 
if not less than 20 per cent, will be 
used to fix the excess profits tax 
of the personal service business in- 
come. However, if such rate is less 
than 20 per cent, the excess profits 
tax on the personal service incéme 
will nevertheless be 20 per cent, ex- 
cept where th excss profits tax as 
regularly computed on the entire net 
income and invested capital is less 
than 20 per cent, in which event the 
regular method of computin 
corporation’s tax shall be used. (In 
other words, the partly personal 
service corporation plan cannot be 
used.) The method above outlined 
does not apply to the 10 per cent 
corporation income tax, but merely 
to the excess profits tax; the in- 
come tax is levied against the en- 
tire net income of the corporation, 
no matter how derived. 


5. Affiliated and Consolidated Re- 
turn. 

Consolidated corporation returns 

are required in the following cases: 

1. Where one corporation owns or 


controls substantially all the stock 
of other corporations. 

2. Where substantially all the 
stock of a number of affiliated cor- 
porations is owned or controlled by 
the sa terests. (Excluded are 
foreign corporations, personal serv- 
ice corporations and corporations 
organized after August 1, 1914 (be- 
ginning of the war) which are not 
sucsessors to then existing busi- 
nesses and which derived 50 per 
cent or more of their gross income 
from government contracts made 
between April 6, 1917, and Novem- 
ber 11, 1918.) 

In consolidated returns all inter- 
company profits, accounts and in- 
vestments must be eliminated, and 
the actual net assets and Habilities 
of the group of companies properly 
determined. Intangibles are meas- 
ured (as limited by the law) by the 
stock outstanding in the hands of 
the public, and stock owned by any 
of the corporations in the affilia- 
tion is excluded.

Washington, January 21.—Mem- 
bers of congress are being deluged 
with inquir as to whether ‘the 
provisions of the bill for the ap- 
portionment of representatives 
amongst the several states under 


upon states to redistrict. in view 
of the faet that the total represen- 
tation in the house of congress re- 
mains the same as at present, 435 
members. 

The act which is now before the 
census committee of the senate and 
will unquestionably pass makes 
state redistricting by legislatures 
not only mandatory, but this redis- | 
tricting must be fixed prior to the 
sixty*eighth congress, which begins 
its official term March 4, 1923. That 
is, it, must be done by respective 
state legislatures before the pri- 
mary or convention nominations are 
made for representation in the six- 
ty-eighth congress, which, in the 
instance of Georgia, requires defi- 
nite action during the midsummer 
assembly of 1921. 

The exact text of the provisions 
of the act follow: 

“Section 2—That in each state en- 
titled under this apportionment to 
more than One representative, the 
representatives to the sixty-eighth 
and each subsequent congress shal] 
be elected by districts composed of 
a contiguous and compact territory, 
and containing as_nearly as practi- 
cable an equal number of inhabi- 
tants. The said districts shall be 
equal to the number of representa- 
tives to which such state may be 
entitled in congress, no district more 
than one representative. 

In Case of Increase. 

Section 3—That in case of an 
increase in the number of represent- 


atives in any state under this ap- 
postionment such additional repre. 
Sentative or representatives shall be 
elected by the state-at-large and the 
other representatives by the dis- 
tricts now prescribed by law until 
such state shall be redistricted in 
the manner provided by the laws 
thereof and in accordance with the 
rules enumerated in section 2 of this 
act; and if there be no change in 
the number of representatives from 
a state, the representatives thereof 
shall be elected from the districts 
now prescribed by law until such 
State shall be redistricted as here- 
in prescribed.” 

The national ratio or congression- 
al unit under the 1920 census is 242, 
450. Georgia's 1920 population was 
2,895,832. 

Under this ratio the state retains 
twelve members ag at present, and 
the Georgia ratio under the bill, 
which closely adheres to the na- 
tional ratio, will be 241,319. 

It will be impossible to make all 

the twelve districts of exact 
equal population and such is not 
the letter or spirit of the law, but 
the redistricting must be on a ba- 
sis of practicability, maintaining 
continuous compactness, 
District Population.

First district, 255,759; second dis- 
trict, 245,547; third district, 205,155; 
fourth district, 221,188; fifth district

sic nucleus of the redistricting in 
Georgia will be the fifth district 
with an existing overplus of 67,000. 
On the other hand, Fulton county, 
with a population of 232,606, is re}- 
atively 9,000 short of the Georgia 
unit, while Fulton and DeKalb, the 
latter having a population of 44,051, 
combined, make a unit more than 
30,000 in excess of the unit. It is 
not fmprobable, therefore, that Ful- 
ton and Rockdale may mäke the 
new fifth and DeKalb going to the 
ninth district, and Campbell and 
Douglas going to the fourth, the lat- 
ter two giving the fourth practical- 
ly its required deficit. In that event 
the city of Atlanta would have two 
congressmen representatives of the 
fifth and ninth. 

If DeKalb should be given to the 
nonth, which at proses has only 
a 15,000 minus, it would become 
necessary to transfer an overplus 
Population from that district to the 
seventh, which is now relatively 6,- 
000 short in population.

Secretary of State S. G. McLendon 
believes that Fulton county will be 
made an independent district and 
supports his views as follows: 
“Congress, having decided not to 


increase the number of its members 
above its present membership of 
435, settles it that the ratio of 
representation for the next decade 
will be one congressman for each 
243,000 of popusation. 

“To get the exact figures, it is 
only necessary to take the tot 
population of the United States and 
divide it by 435. This does not 
mean, of course, that each district 
must have exactly, or even very 
closely, a population of 243,000. 

In 1911, when the last redistrict- 
ing bill was passed, defining the 


boundaries of each congressional 
district, or the counties that should 
cempose each congressional district, 
the ratio ..of representation wae 
about 212,000, or a tfile less. The 
newly created districts which ara 
continued without change contain 
the following population: 

First district, 219,752; Second dis- 
trict, 210,560; Third district, 204.740: 
Fourth district, 202,794; Fifth adts- 
trict, 234,357; Siaxch district, 222.,- 
024; Seventh district, 223,543; 
Bighth district. 247,531; Ninth dis- 
trict, 314,173; Tenth district, 212,- 
723; Eleventh District, 208,462; 
Twelfth district, 208,463. 

“As the 1920 population of Ful- 
ton county is 232,000, there would 
be no difficulty. whatever in mak- 
ing a congressional district of Ful- 
ton county. It is almost certain 
that Fulton and DeKalb counties 
will no longer remain in the same 
congressional district becausé the 
combined population of the two 
counties is over 276,000. 


“If any other county should be 
included in the ngressional dis- 
trict embracing Fulton, county, it 
would most likely be an adjoining 
county having the smaller popula- 


tion. 

“The 1920 population of Georgia 
is a trifle less than 2,900,000, and 
she will, therefore, be entitled to 
the same number of congressmen 
for the period of 1921 to 1931, as 
she has had from 1911 to 1921.

“CARS Kup BY US 


National Automobile Confer- 
ence Arranges to Issue 
Policies to Owners. 


As a result of the supreme court 
decision that autbmobiles captured 
in the transportation of iiquor are 
subject to confiscatiom regardless 
of their ownership, the leading auto- 
mobile insurance companies of the 
eountry are preparing poli:.es that 


will cover thé risk of confiscation. 

The policy is being drafted, it was 
announced by local insurance men, 
by the National Automobile confer- 
ence, composed of insurance compa- 
nies writing automobile, fire, theft 
and Hability insurance. The policy 
will protect both owner and dealer 
against the loss of machines 
through confiscation by government 
authorities for transporting liquor. 

0 Goldsmith, Jr., local auto- 
mobile dealer, who was plaintiff in 
error in the test case ruled upon 
in the supreme court Monday, de- 
clared Friday that the issuance of 
such policies by the insurance com- 
panies will meet the situation cre- 
ated by the court decision and op- 
erate effectually to relieve condi- 
tions that otherwise would work a 
hardship and injustice not only on 
legitimate dealers, but also upon 
innocent purchasers and owners of 


rs. 

“The action of the Insurance com- 
panies in writing a ‘confiscation’ 
policy to protect dealers against 
loss through the seizure by the gov- 
ernment of cars captured in the 
transportation of liquor is the log- 
loal and inevitable outcome of the 
supreme court decision,” said Mr. 
Goldsmith. 

“And,” Mr. Goldsmith continued, 
“such insurance should appeal to in- 
nocent owners of automobiles, espe- 
clally those who employ chauffeurs, 
for, under the recent court déci- 
sion, any automobile captiired while 
engaged in the carriage of liquor is 
subject to confiscation. Ina word, 
a chauffeur, who has no vested in- 
terest in an automobile, may en- 
ros in the transportation of liquor 
or his Own use without the knowl- 
edge or consent of the owner of 
the car, yet the machine is subject 
to confiscation just the same. 

“Then, too, there are reputable 
citizens who never traffic in liquor 
but who occasionally carry a flash 
on the hip and who ride in their 
own cars. ‘Confiscation insurance’ 
will protect them against the loss 
of their car, if by some mishap 


or chance it falls into the hands of 


the prohibition enforcement offi- 
cers.”

PEANUT PROTECTION 
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URut) BY WATKINS 


Atlantan Asks Tariff to 
Encourage Domestic 
Industry. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON, 


Washington, January 21.—Henry 
E. Watkins, vice president and 
treasurer of the Empire Cotton Oil 
company, Atlanta, made a forceful 
address before the Ways and means 
committee today in behalf of a pro- 
tective tariff for the peanut indus- 
try. Mr. Watkins showed the grow- 
ing importance of this industry and 
argued that a tariff sufficient to 
allow peanut growers and indus- 
trial plants to function independent 
of the influx of Oriental products 
should be levied. f 

About twenty-five prominent rep- 
resentatives of the industry from a 
number of the Atlantic seaboard 
states were present. The sensation 
of the meeting came in the address 
of Dr. George W. Carver, the negro 
chemist of Tuskevee institute, who 
startled the committee with more 
than fifty different products and by- 
products qf peanuts and sweet pota- 

es, including various breakfast 
relishes, oils, milk looking 
exactly like sweet milk and butter- 
milk, coffee (which he declared su- 
perlor to all substitute preparations) 
and a bottle of ink as black as in- 
digo made from peanuts, and fina!- 
ly, he brought down the house with 
a peanut preparation thut he de- 
clared was a substitute for oysters 
and which nobody, he said, could 
tell from the finest Blue Points or 
Lynn Havens after this peanut oys- 
ter preparation had been properly 
cooked. 

This negro chemist, who has been 
doing laboratory research work at 
Tuskegee for eight years, showed a 
surprising technical knowledge of 
every angle of his work, and his 
wit, his repartee, when responding 
to questions from the committee, 
and his tremendous fund of actual 
information caused the committee to 
grant him unlimited time after his 
time had expired.

Senators Style Pending Bill 
“Unwarranted Interfer- 
ence” With Industry. 


Washington, January 21.—Pro- 
posed government regulation of the 
meat packers and allied industries 
drew fire in the senate today from 
two senators—Sherman, of Illinois, 
and Fernald, of Maine, both repub- 
licans, The two senators opposed 
the pending Gronna regulatory bill 
as an unwarranted interference with 


a particular private industry, a 
principle which, they said, might be 
extended injuriously to other lines 
of business. 

Opposition of both senators to the 
measure, which will be voted on 
next Monday, also included attacks 
upon the federal. trade commission, 
which has supported the legislation. 
Senator Sherman, charging that the 
commission's criticisms of the “big 
five” packers had injured their ex- 
port trades, declared that a copy of 
one of the commission’s reports got 
Into the hands of the British board 
of trade months before it was made 
public in this country. 

A substitute for the Gronna bill 
was intreuduced vy Senator Sterling, 
republican, Sowth Dakota, propos- 
ing transfer of government regula- 
tion of the meat industry to the fed- 
eral trade commission instead of 
the new live stock commission pro- 
vided in the Gronna bill. Senator 
Sterling’s substitute also provided 
for less federal supervision than 
the Gronna bill and had as one of 
its prineipa! provisions publicity of 
meat packing affairs. 

A sheaf of amendments designed 
to modify the Gronna measure also 
Was introduced by Senator Smoot, 
republican, Utah, who plans to 
Speak tomorrow or Monday in oppo- 
sition to the agriculture commit- 
tee’s draft.

soldier holding the hand of his 
northern brother in blue,” he said. 

Since then this bond has been 
greatly strengthened, said the sen- 
ator, and the indications are that 
the two sections will work togeth- 
er with a greater co-operation dur- 
ing then ; four years. 

Jam glad to be here ag your 
next president,” he declared, “an 
you have shown me that you are 
pleased to have me. I am glad of 
this opportunity to be with you, and 
I want your support to stay with 
me as I serve you as president of 
the United States.” 

Cheers for Harding. 
, As he continued his address, the 
train slowly, then faster rolled out 
of the station with the erowd cheer- 
ing and crying the name of “Har- 
ding.” 
A man of large physique, with a 
strong. characteristic face, and of 
pleasing personality, Senator Har- 
ding, as he discussed the problems 
of the nation with a staff corre- 
spondent of The Constitution aboard 
the Royal Palm, was deeply inter- 
ested in the welfare of the south 
and the methods by which he could 
bring improvements. 
“It was with such regret that I 
was compelled to decline the invita- 
tion of the southern tariff congress 
in Atlanta,” he said, “but on ac- 
count of innumerable other engage- 
ments it was impossible to accept. 
J do not see how we can retain 
our home markets, upon which 
American good fortune must be 
founded and at the same time main- 
tain. American standards of pro- 
duction and American standards of 
living unless we make other peo- 
ples with lower standards pay for 
the privilege of trading in the Amer- 
ican market,“ he said. “Ours is the 
best market in the world, because 
we are largest in consumption and 
the ablest to buy. The application 
lies in a perfectly justifiable ambi- 
tion to make the southland as in- 
dustrially eminent as the states of 
the north and east. There sought 
to be the flame of industry here in 
exceptional significance, because of 
your vast natural resources. 
“The people of the south are just 
as much interested as any other 
geographical location in the devel- 
opment of an American merchant 
marine. Out of our abundance of 
resources, out of our greater ability 
to produce and out of our boasted 
American efficiency ought to come 
American eminence in world-wide 
trade. We ought to send our car- 
goes from southland ports just as 
numerously as we do from northern 
and western ports,“ he continued. 
“Of course, as a general rule, we 
can not sell where we do not buy, 
but with a rational economic policy 
safeguarded in protective tariffs, 
we can buy the things, the produc- 
tion of which is not essential to our 
own good fortune, and expand our 
trade with those of whom we buy to 
supply our own needs which can 
not be supplied here at home. ® 

Reserve System to Stand. 
When informed there has been a 
number of reports circulating that 
the republican administration would 
destroy the federal reserve system, 
Senator Harding stated that there 
was no such desire on the part of 
his party, and although modifications 
would be applied to the system, it 
would be improved so ag to be of 
more service to the nation as a 
whole, 

“The republican party claims to 
have given the inspiration of the 
federal reserve system,” said Mr. 
Harding, “and certainly we should 
not desire to destroy that which 
has been, in a manner, our own 
work, It is true that we intend to 
bring about a number of changes 
in the system, but these will place 
it in a condition to render better 
service to the whole country.” 
This statement of the president- 
elect will be of much interest to 
southerners. In fact, agriculturists 
and business men throughout the na- 
tion have been awaiting announce- 
ment of the incoming republican 
administration’s attitude toward the 
federal reserve system since it has 
been repeatedly charged Harding 
would favor abolishing the banks 
after assuming office.

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his belief on the fact that peace 
with Germany will be declared and 
adjustments made with European 
nations. 

Everything has favored the pres- 
ent situation.throughout the coun- 
try with peace undeclared and un- 
settled conditions prevailing, he 
stated. But with peace enacted and 
the country once more placed on a 
sound working basis, normal indus- 
trial and business conditions are in- 
evitable, is his opinion. . 

The question of the president- 
elect’s cabinet is one which has had 
the attention of the whole nation 
during the past several weeks. With 
the time of his inauguration only 
a few months away, Mr. Harding 
stated that it had been his inten- 
tion to announce several of his se- 
lections so as they might begin a 
study of their prospective duties and 
prepare for entrance into office. On 
account of numberless conferences 
during the past ten days, which 
have brought many of the usual 
complications surrounding cabinet 
appointments, however, he has been 
compelled to postpone announcement 
of his decisions. 

Harding and Daugherty. 

Will Haruiug reward Harry N. 
Daugherty and the man who has 
peen the guiding genius of most ail 
of his campaigns, Will Hays, re- 
publican national chairman, with 
places in his cabinet? 

Here is a question which is said 
by those closely in touch with the 
president-elect (o already have been 
uecided—Daugherty as attorney 
general and Hays as postmaster 
weneral, That there have been op- 
jyections filed to the placing of par- 
ty workers in the cabinet, there 
can be no doubt. But in answer to 
this the following has been ad- 
vanced. 

Why shouldn’t Harding have in 
his cabinet these two men who 
have worked with him in his cam; 
paign for the presidency? He knows 
them and is thoroughly familiar 
with their positiens on all impor- 
tant issues confronting the incom- 
ing administration. Daugherty 
and Hays in the cabinet with other 
members fully in accord with the 
new administration, it is pointed 
out that Harding will be in a po- 
sition to accomplish without fric- 
tion the republican program. 

Harry Daugherty is a guiet po- 
litical manager. He remains in the 
packground, even as he travels 
with the next chief executive on 
his vacation tour. Not only did he 
refuse to discuss cabinet appoint- 
ments Friday, but it was learned 
from an authoritative source that 
he has remained clear of all the 
many conferences. The main de- 
sire of both Harding and his close 
associates, fatigued after a long, 
strenuous campaign, is to forget 
politics for a few days before en- 
tering a period of unlimited work. 


Always a Partisan. 


Yet Harding made the assertion 
to The Constitution that he has al- 
ways been a partisan, and intends 
to remain so in the future. His 
partisanship of the future will not 
be that of the past, however, he as- 
serted, but will be mellowed for 
the best interests of the United 


States. 
“I am a partisan and I believe in 


party government, he declared. 
“but I find myself thinking about 
public service with a concern of 
the country which used to be 
thought of for only the republican 
party. The interests of my country 
shall come first.” 

And he believes he can secure ef- 
ficient members of his cabinet from 
the republican party. It is true 
that he is not yet ready to announce 
his decisions, and tells newspaper 
correspondents that they “are only 
wasting yeur breath asking about 
cabinet positions,” but indications 
point strongly to Daugherty and 
Hays as two of his selections, it is 
said. 


Harding’s Message. 


Harding’s message to the people 
of the south was prepared by him 
Friday afternoon, at the request of 
Clark Howell, editor of The Consti- 
tution, and was given to the staff 
correspondent with additional re- 
marks as the Royal Palm sped from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta. \ 

The president-elect is traveling 
in the same private car he used 
during his strenous campaign for 
the presidency. Although he says 
he is preparing to rest for a few 
weeks, his drawing room is crowded 
with important papers, and for a 
long period each day he goes 
through a mass of correspondence 
with George P. Christian, Jr., his 
private secretary. 

When he reaches Florida today 
Mr. Harding will immediately pre- 
pare for his houseboat party and 
will hold no conferences until 
after February 10. At some date 
after this he will confer with Mrs. 
William H. Felton, of Georgia, rela- 
tive to a proposed plan for inter- 
national peace. Then the confer- 
ences on cabinet positions will once 
more be resumed, according to his 
program. 

On Harding Train. 


Traveling with the president- 
elect are Harry M. Daugherty, Who 
managed the Harding campaign; 
George P. Christian, Jr., Mr. Har- 
ding’s publicity manager, and a 
score or more detectives and news- 
paper men.

Plans for Vacation. 


On Board President-Elect Har- 
ding’s Train, January 21.—Presi- 
dent-elect Harding put his cares 
out of mind tonight as he neared 
Florida and told his companions on 
his vacation jaunt that he proposed 
to forget entirely for the next two 
weeks the important decisions that 
are ahead of him. 

Except for a short time during 
the afternoon, when he worked an 
correspondence that had 4 een 
crowded ou the final prepara- 
tions for leaving Marion, he rested 
and deported himself as an ordinarv 
tourist during his day’s trip south- 
ward across Kentucky and Tennes- 
see. His private car, attached to a 
regular passenger train, attracted 
unusual attention at only one or 
two stations along the way. 


Goes on Houseboat. 


Arriving at St. Augustine shortly 
before noon tomorrow, Mr. Harding 
expects to get into his vacation 
clothes at once and after a game 
of golf to go aboard the houseboat 
selected as his home during the 
fishing expedition that will occupy 
first two weeks in the south. In 
his talks with newspaper corré- 
spondents and other members of his 
nartv today he re-emphasized his 
desire to ent himself off during 
this period from all thought of the 
subfects he hase had under geonsid- 
eration in his Marion conferences. 

Mr. Harding’s spirits rose appre- 
ciably at the prosnect of his respite. 
and although he looked more care- 
worn than when he passed through 
Kentucky and Tennessee in October 
on a campaign trin. he greeted with 
a smile the groups that gathered 
around his car at various stons to 
shake his hand. At Oakdale, Tenn.. 
where there was a delay of fifteen 
minutes to change engines, he got 
ont and entertainéd a grinning au- 
dience of railway switchmen by 
walking a ran with the spryness 
of 2 15-year-old.

The latest sug- 
gestign heard among those close 
to r. Harding is that Charles 
Evans Hughes, generally regarded 
as a leading possibility for secre- 
tary of state, might be offered the 
attorney generalship instead, and 
that the state portfolio might be 
given to Elihu Root, whose friends 
are understood to he bringing 
strong , pressure to bear in his 
behalt/” 

In the same quarters it has been 
proposed that Charles G. Dawes, of 
Chicago, urged prominently for 
secretary of the treasury, be given 
the position of governor of the 
federal reserve board, leaving. the 
treasury post for A. W. Mellon, of 
Pittsburg. So far as Mr. Harding 
himself is concerned, however, he 
is maintaining silence, and is put- 
ting the whole question over for 
decision a he returns to St. 
Augustine from his fishing trip.
